meet  the  ordinary  School  Grant  in  aid  of  Common  Schools 
in  the  several  Townships  o  '  the  County,  and  for  the  pay- 
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mont  oi" Local  Snporiiitcndenfs  of  Schools  in  said  Town- 
ships are  required  to  be  provided  at  this  session. 

lie  also  mentioned  tliat  some  action  with  reference  to 
•'Brown's  Bridge"  would  be  necessary  on  the  i)art  of  the 
Council,  and  stated  that  the  Notices  ordered  at  the  Special 
Session  in  April,  had  all  been  given. 

lie  went  on  to  explain  that,  by  reason  of  the  expenditure 
in  revising  and  writing  anew  the  Registry  Office  Books  re- 
lating to  all  entries  previously  to  this  becoming  a  separate 
Registration  County,  and  the  preparation  of  Abstract  Index 
Books  having  necessarily  exceeded  the  appropriation  -  the 
work  having  now  been  going  on  for  about  2^  years  with 
but  one  appropriation  ot  $4,000  therefor  and  that  by  rea- 
son of  a  considerable  sum  being  required  to  meet  the  ex- 
penditure for  the  "Junction  Tap  Drain"  recently  contract- 
ed for  by  the  Council,  it  would  be  necessary  to  raise  a  tem- 
porary loan  of  about  $7,000  or  $8,000.

of  a  Bridge  a  short  distance  further  up  the   stream  called 
"O'Reilly's  Bridge,"  and  another  Bridge  a  short  distance 
further  dcwn,  called  the  "Welland  Bridge."  and  by  reason 
ot  the  change  m  travel  which  a  change  in  the  channels  of 
business  has  occasioned  -by  reason  of  these  altered  cir- 
cumstances-the  said  Bridge  has  ceased  to  be  used  as  a 
public  thoroughfare  and  is  now  a  convenience  only  to  a 
lew  families  residing  in  the  neighborhood :    And  Whereas 
the  rebuilding  and  keeping  in  repair  of  the  said  Bridge  is 
and  will  be  attended  with  a  heavy  expense  to  this  County  : 
And  AVhereas  in  view  of  that  fact  and  in  pursuance  of  the
